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1. After a Ion; period of not fulfilling the quota, the hard coal district of Zwickau 
(r Cl A 3ii) - Gel suits (K 51 A 5u) ■> produced 102 Jr percent of their quota in No- 
vember 1951. 'Vith the addition of tb- production in Ploets near llalle (V 52/D 92), 
the total production was 102*6 percent of the quota, or approximately 11,000 tons 
of hard coal daily, in November 1951-, This figure does not include a daily output 
of about c 00 tons by the Rudolf Dr c its c he id. pit which was flooded on 2 August 1951 
and was only gradually put into full operation on 6 December 1951* The November 
output is partly accounted for by the fact that absenteeism is usually lowest in 
November and' the miners work better because of the forthcoming Christmas season 
and because the November wages are not paid, until 15 December, tndoubtedly there 
is also a general production increase because of mechanisation and improved equip- 
ment, and because of the addition of up to about 21,000 workers . The new workers 
are mostly evacuees from 3 lies la who were drafted from the lignite mines in the 
Soviet Done of Germany, Since a good production performance can also be expected 
in December, it is believed that 96 percent of the* 1951- quota, will be produced,
